There is no re,ason to belceve that tlxe i’’LX had nytliing to do with what was 
agreed to on Dulles' suggestio n, that tie transcript be destroyed. It washot made, 
and they chiselled on the oourf®^ reporter, paying only i>25 for that after-hours 
session coverage. 

Only part of the possible explanation is the one hr. Dodd used, that the subject 
of the session was the report th«t Osv/ald had worked for the FBI. What Julies could 
and I think did hve in mind is what they were saying about the FBI.

and ’^e tr<nscript sent it, WMch was done. The transcript also was withheld from me. And 
I saw no rtiference to an:' of tMs in Oommission recorus. I got what report in my lawsuit 
for the Dallas and ^'‘ew Orleans office records. The day Ha got the trcinscript iioover wrote 
Secret Dei*viCG Dir-.ctor Howley c\ letter in wMch he referred to examination of the photos 
and the tape. The man who gilds liliei! spread it far and wide tliat Itoofer said the voice 
was not Osweild' s, Tliat is not wliat Hoover said, ioid the probability is that he was referring 
to the photos. But he did not say he was referring to the tape. 

Again, I tiope I aLi not wasting your time, ily intent is to help you, if only by i-.di- 
cating that the FBI was not forthright with you or in o'cher was^ if you' a like.I'll 
read- and correct tMs and if a^iytMng tliat seems relevant comes to mind I'll add it.

Mso, the possibility of unfairness in my iupMed criticism of its Hosty investi- 
gation and the fact that the Department declined to. prosecute Shanklin. There cjin't be 
any reasonavle doabt about Ms perjury. There also are other matters for wMch he deserves 
criticism at the least. But would it have been fair to ck_rge him alone? If there had been 
willingeso to consider charges against others, would it have been possible to develop 
dvidence that would be enough to bring charges or convict? In a sense, was not the greater 


offense by the Mgher-ups, at least -‘^elmont and Hosen and those on their staffs who were 
witting and reiiMned silent? (,At least ^iosen was ill at the time of that investigation.) 

Several Iieiabers asked how many agen^its wer<; asigned to the Dallas office at the 
tiiae of the <^sassination. Although in tht^^ ver-j lawsMt in wMch it disclosed^^to me what 
1 attach as^i^ withheld all FBI names^ on the frivolous claim to "privacy," 'j-'liis gives 
all the names, nome addresses and phones and it reflects the genMneness or lack oi it 
in FBI FOIa "privacy" claims. Hero it served, other than mere obstruction, only to protect 
SAs like 4/ewsom from their own tr.uisgressions, .
